Campbell Woods was born 12 Feb. 
ary 3 823* probably in Nicholas County y 
West Virginia (then VirginiaL but I hav 
no proof of this. My search has been gi» 
mg on for many years* and I am no closer 
to finding the parents of Campbell' 
Woods than I was in 1975. By checking 
the 182b thru 1840 C ensus ol that areit 
it appears that John or Stephen Wood* 
are the only logical males who could bt 
his parents. Campbell Woods mar nee 1 
Sarah Rebecca Stephenson* born 15 Feb 
ruary 1822, daughter of Joshua and 
Nancy (Dodrill) Stephenson early set¬ 
tlers of Nicholas County, 

Campbell and Rebecca raised their 
family in Cove Hollow* living near some 
of her brothers. They are buried there it 
the Woods Cemetery* and have largt 
marble markers. He died 8 August 1888
